If only we had now. some means by which 
an actual piece of Paganini’s, playing could be 
reproduced, we could sit down and compare, 
and. judge as between the performer on the 
oie hand—not.a reputation based on a stan- 
dard to which we have no touchstone—and 
the noted executants of our own time on the 
other hand. :

--/ with military erectness, with some- 
‘thing of military imperiousness in the 
‘quick, flashing glance of his eye, he 
‘crossed the platform, and he did so with 
the mien of a captain who is about to lead

' That is how a writer once described the 
appearance of Fritz Kreisler on the con- 
cert platform, and indeed that is how he 
strikes you—he looks the ideal of a 
beau. sabreur rather than the world’s 
finest violinst. 

“But then La is, of course, a military 
man, a8 well as a musician. As a 
lieutenant in the Austrian Landsturm, he 
was called up at the outbreak of the 
European War and was seriously wounded 
in the arm and leg before Lemberg in 
September, 1914. He was ridden over in 
a charge of Cossacks. ‘‘I should have 
been very sorry if they had taken any 
account of my profession,’’ he told an 
interviewer afterwards in excusing his 
military service. “I would not have 
missed this experience.”’ 


Cancelled Contracts. 

After. his recovery Kreisler went to 
America, where he was always immensely 
popular. He remained there until the end 
of the war. In 1917 ‘(after America had 
declared war) Press attacks caused him to 
cancel contracts worth 100,000 dollars. 

“I have. devoted friends,” he said in 
his protest, “in London, Paris, and 
Petrograd, as well as Vienna. The artist 
is the true diplomat, the true missionary 
of peace. His art is the sublime God- 
inspired leveller of all things, and the 
ultimate pacifier, re-humaniser, and re- 
builder of a shattered world.”’ 

Such is Kreisler’s belief in the divine 


art of which he is a master. 

When the animosities of wart had died 
down in England; Kreisler made his re- 
appearance in May, 1921. Any fear of an 
untoward demonstration against the public 
appearance of an ex-enemy was i lately 
dispelled directly he came on to the platform 
at the innis all. A crowded house gave 
him an hysterical welcome. He was received 
with extravagant homage, and he was handed 
laurel wreaths at the close of the perform- 
ance, He received this hero worship with 
characteristic dignity, and - dismissed 
the ch audience with the words—“ I 
thank you from the bottom of my heart for 
your welcome. I am too émotioné to play 
more. I cannot.”’ 


His Early Days. 

His playing on that occasion proved that 
the trials of war and the passing of years 
had not marred his superb powers since his 
pre-war appearance. 

Kreisler is a curious example of genius. 
As a boy he had little taste for music, and 
he found practice very little to his liking, 
though: he once declared that he could not 
remember the time that he did not have a 
violin. in his. hands. His earliest am- 
bition was to be a tramway conductor ! 

However, he succeeded in gaining the gold 
medal of the Vienna Conservatoire as well as 
the first violin. prize at the Paris Conserva- 
toire and the Prix de Rome. Then for four 
years during his service as a conscript he 
never touched the violin. Yet, when he 
took u” playing again his mastery was un- 


im á 
nlike many players, he does not ‘engage 
in daily practice. — “I. hypnotised myself 
into the belief that I do not need it,” he 
once told an interviewer, “and therefore I 
do not." 
¥et his capacity for work is enormous, and 
his musical memory is amazing. Once when 
he was due to play in London he arrived late 
for the rehearsal and without his violin. To
